You can name the ska bands that have 
reached the plateau of popularity of The 
Mighty Mighty Bosstones on one hand. 
Maybe The Specials, The English Beat 
and Madness have achieved the same 
commercial success, but certainly no 
other American ska band has had the 
ubiquitous hits such as “The Impression 
That | Get” or “Rascal King.” 


The Mighty Mighty Bosstones has been a 
staple at festival concerts for years and 
have just finished up the Australian leg of 
the Vans Warped Tour. We had the 
chance to speak with its lead singer, Dick 
Barrett, the other day by phone as he was 
getting ready to leave Boston and set out 
on the American leg of the Warped Tour. 


SKRATCH: Good afternoon. 
BARRETT: Hey mate. 


SKRATCH: So you just got back from 
Australia. How’d the tour go? 
BARRETT: Oh, Australia was fuckin’ 
brilliant, way more laid back than the 
states. There was a lot of the same 
bands like Pennywise and MxPx on 
the Vans Warped Tour, plus a couple 
of really good Aussie bands. 


SKRATCH: I take it you had some fun 
and maybe a few drinks then? 
BARRETT: Of course. The boys in the 
band were all drinking VB, that’s 
Victoria Bitters. I had a go at some 
Bundaberg rum and coke. Nobody 
drinks Fosters there. 


SKRATCH: Sounds kind of like 
Germany.

SKRATCH: Do you have a favorite 
beer?

Hahhhlll. I gotta teach you guys how 
ta talk. 


SKRATCH: Damn. I'll never get that 
down. I just heard your new album, 
From a Jacknife to a Swan. It’s awe- 
some. 
BARRETT: You think so? Thanks very 
much. 


SKRATCH: I really liked the song 
about Sammy the Bull (crime boss of 
the Gambino Family, arrested with 
John Gotti), “Mr. Moran.” It could be 
one of your best songs ever. But 
those lyrics, “They would motherfuck 
me in a heartbeat ... ” I can’t imagine 
itll get too much airplay. 

BARRETT: Yeah, it was pretty fun. I 
was shooting for a whole Dr. Seuss 
thing with that chorus, “Mr. Moran, 
that’s who I am, some call me Sam ... 
"JT just keep coming ‘round to it. 


SKRATCH: So, of course, you know 
about the curse of the Bambino 
(Boston legend of the ghost of Babe 
Ruth)? 

BARRETT: Oh hell yeah, we had a 
tape of the Red Sox losing on our first 
album. 


SKRATCH: Aren’t you afraid of the 
curse of the Gambinos now? 
BARRETT: Oh, fuck. That’s right. 


SKRATCH: You know Sammy the Bull 
was in the news the other day. 
BARRETT: For what? From something 
he did in Arizona? 


SKRATCH: No. I think he’s pissed 
about some song. 

BARRETT: Ah, (in a perfectly gravelly 
gangster voice), those fuckin’ punks! 
Who do day tink day are? Singin’ a 
song about me, eh? I'll break their 
fuckin’ legs! 


SKRATCH: Do you think there will be 
a single off the album? 

BARRETT: Oh hell, I don’t care. I 
mean if there is, great, if not, so 
what?

SKRATCH: This is the first album ona 
much smaller label, Side One Dummy 
Records. Did they give you a lot more 
freedom? : 
BARRETT: You know, not really. We’ve 
always been left alone to do what we 
want. Def Jam Records was OK and 
Mercury was a great experience. They 
never got in the way. This is the 
album that would have come out, no 
matter what. It’s what we needed to 
do. 


SKRATCH: Do you ever get tired of 


playing your hits like, “The 
Impression That I Get” or “The Rascal 
King” live? 


BARRETT: No, never. The songs still 
mean a lot. They’re not disposable, 
and that’s something. We’re proud of 
it all. 


SKRATCH: You had an early album of 
covers like “Sweet Emotion” and 
“Enter Sandman.” Do you ever still 
play that stuff live? 
BARRETT: Not so much anymore. 
think the last cover we were playing 
was the KISS tune, “Detroit Rock 
City.” Maybe we'll pick up another. 


SKRATCH: Why don’t you cover a 
Dropkick Murphys tune? They’re 
from Boston. 
BARRETT: They’re fuckin’ great! I 
love their stuff. 


SKRATCH: What about Barroom 
Hero? 
BARRETT: (He instantly slips 
into his best Boston punk growl) 
Face down in the gutter, won't 
admit defeat. 


SKRATCH: You gotta do that 
one. So how is the voice? 
BARRETT: Hey, it is what it is.

SKRATCH: You've been together 
quite a few years. How does it 
feel to still be playing with the 
same lineup?

AntiFlag interview 
By Natale Verdone 


AntiFlag is a punk band. hailing from 
Pittsburgh. These guvs are keeping the polit- 
ical edge of punk rock alive by layering 
charged lyrics over fast, melodic tunes. They 
have a lot on their minds, as vou will read in 
the interview below, and aren’t chicken shit 
about voicing their message of awareness 
and activism, whether it be on a punk rock 
record, or an e-mail interview. 


Antiflag consist of Justin Sane on vocals and 
guitar, Chris on Guitar, #2 on bass, and Pat 
Thetic on drums. These four rockers have 
been together since 1994 and have released 
three fulllength albums, the most recent 
being Underground Network, which was put 
out on Fat Wreck Chords. Thev have toured 
the U.S. 13 times, and say they are ready to 
do it again this summer on the Warped Tour. 
Recently, | sent out an e-mail interview to find 
out what these four guys thought of America, 
punk rock and the future of Anti-Flag. 


SKRATCH: What's the punk scene like in 
Pittsburgh, where Antiflag started? 

ANTHFLAG: The punk scene in Pittsburgh is 
quite unique. Unlike some punk communities 
where bands and people come and go, many 
Pittsburgh bands and people have been 
around for vears. This gives our scene a sta- 
bility that helps bands, show venues and 
activist co-ops to be successful and grow. 
One really special aspect of Pittsburgh’s 
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scene 

is a nonprofit co-op venue (sort of like Gilman 
St. in Berkeley) called the Mr. Roboto Project 
that puts on independent shows and gives 
vounger bands an opportunity to play without 
losing money all the time. 


SKRATCH: How did AntiFlag come together 
as a band? 

ANTIFLAG: Justin and Pat founded Antiflag in 
our early teens. We (Justin and Pat) didn’t fit 
into the party scene because we didn’t drink 
and had no interest getting fucked up on 
drugs. Partly out of love for plaving music, 
and partly as a result of needing something 
to do, we would play music on Friday and 
Saturday nights (Justin on guitar and Pat on 
drums). Eventually, we could play well 
enough to write songs so we decided to start 
a band. We went though a number of bass 
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feel that now 
more than ever (in our 
post Sept. 11 world) 
people are looking for 
alternat ves’ to. the 
supposed = “leader- 
ship” they are seeing 
from those in a post 
tion of power such as 
George Bush and Ariel 
Sharon — two people 
who feel as if aggres- 
sion and violence are 
the only means to 
solving the world’s 
problems. — Recent

Fcal arena, On our Jast 


tour, some people 
seemed to turn up at 
shows because they 
were looking — for 
something other than 
the bullshit they. were 
hearing and continue 
to hear on main- 
stream media. What is 
amazing to us about 
punk rock is where 
else. are “nonprof- 
itable” social and 
political topics being 
discussed? Outside of 
alternative media, the 
punk community is 
ane of the only arenas 
tackling certain 
iSSues. 


SKRATCH: Do vou 
have any stories when 
vou've — experienced 
when fans did, or did- 
n't, give a shit about 
vour message? 

ANTI-FLAG: Sure, 
there are sometimes 
dissenters at shows 
and some are more 
vocal than others. 
However, we are not 
going to concern our 


selves with 

someone who is 
unwilling to at least 
hear us out or. try 
understand our mes- 
sage. After all, it isn’t 
our goal to tell everv- 
one we are right and 
they are wrong. We 
are just trving to pre- 
sent an idea and ask- 
ing people to think 
about it, to consider 
it. We are willing to 
respect them if they 
do not agree, but we 
hope they will have 
enough respect for 
our viewpoint to let us 
have our say. Manv 
people don’t realize 
we are NOT saving we 
have all the answers. 
We are saving, ‘Here 
is an issue that is 
fucked up. Let’s not 
just accept it, let's 
talk, let’s debate, let’s 
not hide from it. We 
need to search out 
new ideas and make a 
positive change.’ 


SKRATCH: Have vou 
guvs ever felt a nega- 
tive backlash because 
of vour politics? 

ANTIFLAG: We were 
just told that we are 
no longer welcome to 
shop in a store in our 
town because of our 
ideas. Yeah, we get 
backlash sometimes. 


SKRATCH: What piss- 
es vou off most about 
America? 

ANTI-FLAG: We are 
not pissed off by 
America, we are 
angered by the poli 
cies of a government 
that is controlled. by 
those who contribute 
the most money to 
political campaigns. 


We are pissed off at the policies this 
government creates for the benefit of 
those with the most money. We are 
pissed that the government does not 
represent the people of the U.S. For 
example, the energy policy of the 
U.S. government was practically writ- 
ten by Enron, a company that stole 
millions of dollars from the American 
people. 


SKRATCH: What makes vou glad (if 
anything) to be an American? 

ANTHFLAG: We are thankful for the 
people who came before us who 
made it possible for us to speak our 
minds. And we are thankful for the 
people in this country who care about 


us and have enriched our fives. We 
are thankful fer a standard. of living 
that is better than. in many places in 
the world. Unfortunately, contrary to 
popular myth, itis not the BEST in the 
world — although. considering the 
fact that there is more wealth in the 
U.S., it should be and the fact that it 
is not is inexcusable! We have people 
who live in the streets, we do not 
have health care for all, and the real- 
itv is that there is sa much wealth in 
this nation that those things should 
not be happening. Evervone always 
goes on about what a success capi- 
talism is, but when we see such prob- 
lems, we realize what a myth that it 


is. Further more, we have educated 
ourselves about how the global econ- 
omy works, so we understand that we 
enjov a high standard of living in this 
country as a result of U.S. policy that: 
exploits the world’s poor. We do not! 
believe itis fairto achieve a high stan-: 
dard of living off the backs of the: 
world’s poor. That said, vou won't! 
find us shopping at Wal-Mart or other: 
chains whose goal itis to erode 
workers rights away, or smashj 
unions. And we do our best not to pur- 
chase goods made in Third World] 
sweat shops, even if it means we 
have to do without something or we 
have to pay more for it because it 
was produced in a factory in the U.S. 
where workers are paid a living wage. 
There is much to be proud of in 
America, and there is much that 
needs to be improved. 


SKRATCH: What pisses vou off about 
punk rock? 

ANTHLAG:; The things that piss us off 
about punk rock are also the things 
that we feel make punk amazing, like 
questioning everything. There are 
many davs when we are tired of 
explaining our actions ... however, 
we would be really disappointed with 
people if they just accepted every- 
thing we said and didn’t question it.

With eight full-length albums 
under their belt, along with numerous tours 
across the U.S., Europe, Australia and 
Canada, these four musicians Tony 
Sly on vocals and guitar, Matt Riddle 
on bass, Dave Nassie on lead guitar, 
and Rory Koff on drums = are damn 
dedicated to the business of making 
music.

| recently chatted it up with Tony Sly on the 
past, present, and future of No Use For A 
Name while holding a tape recorder to the 
speaker of my phone. Fortunately the batteries 
didn’t die, and Tony was ready to share his deep- 
est, darkest secrets to the scores of SKRATCH 
readers waiting breathlessly for the dirt. Here's 
what we came up with. 


SKRATCH: So, what's new with No Use For A Name? 
TONY SLY: We just finished recording a record. It's going 
to be out June 18. The name of it is Hard Rock Bottom, and 
it’s 13 new songs. We also just finished a soundtrack for a 
small, independent movie that we're actually in for about 20 
minutes. 


SKRATCH: Are you happy with your new album, Hard Rock Bottom? 
TONY SLY: Oh yeah, we're definitely stoked on this one. It’s our 


favorite, and we're not just saying that because it’s new. Because we 
didn’t feel that way about our last two records. | think this one is one 
that | can put on and listen to repeatedly and don’t burn out on _—not 
yet anyway. | probably will soon. It’s really 
nice to have a fresh sound and | think we 
changed our sound a little bit. We're just 
all happy with the way it turned out. 


SKRATCH: How has your sound changed 
since the very beginning? 

TONY SLY: Well, right now, on this new 
one, it’s a bit more melodic. The vocal 
melodies are probably better. It’s a little 
more powerful, a little more aggressive. | 
think the funny thing is when we started 
off, we were really aggressive and then, on 
our last album, we went into a lot lighter 
of a sound. Now it seems like we're back 
to the aggressive. So, it's come a long 
way. It’s come full circle. 


SKRATCH: How have you guys managed to 
keep the band together since 1987, not 
counting the guitar players? You've had 


eight guitar players, is that right? 
TONY SLY: Yeah, yeah pretty much, some- 


thing like that. Because of that, we’ve barely been able to keep it 
together. Fortunately, we have the two founding members of the 
band, which is myself and Rory the drummer. So, at this point we're 
used to changing members. It’s something that comes every one or 
two records. We're like, ‘Oh here it goes again.’ It’s like someone’s 
quitting, or someone's, you know, is being an asshole. And, so we 
change up quite a bit, but | think the lineup we have now is the per- 
manent one. 


SKRATCH: Why do you say that? 

TONY SLY: Because we get along so good, and we tour more. And that 
should mean that we have more time to get along worse, but we 
don’t. It’s just a weird new thing that just came about when Dave 
joined the band. I'm not saying that anyone who was in the band 
before was a jerk, or anything, it’s just a combination — the mix of 
people © somehow works better than it has before. 


SKRATCH: You guys are from Sunnyvale, Calif., right? 
TONY SLY: Originally, yeah. 


SKRATCH: Where did you play shows when you first started? San 
Francisco, San Jose? 
TONY SLY: Mainly San Francisco and Berkeley, and a little bit of 


shows in San Jose. The scene was real small in San Jose back then, 
it was hard to get all-ages shows, but San Francisco always had 
clubs, and Berkeley had clubs, that would take us in. 


SKRATCH: What venues would you play? 

TONY SLY: Gilman Street. | mean it seems like when we started off, 
we would play there at least once a month. The Berkeley Square, of 
course The Stone in San Francisco. The Omni, a few of those rock 
clubs where you had to sell tickets to play the show. So we did that 
whole thing. We played a ton of places. There was always good places 
to play in Santa Cruz, too. That’s basically what we did for the first 
five years of our existence, we'd just play local shows. 


SKRATCH: Who did you play shows with? 

TONY SLY: You know, we used to luck out with 
shows; we used to get really good ones. We'd play 
with the bigger punk bands coming through, like 
the Exploited, or Dag Nasty. We played with MDC 
several times. God, there’s so many. 


SKRATCH: A lot of readers who will be seeing this 
interview weren't around back then, what was the 
scene like? 
TONY SLY: It was a lot different, it was definitely 
more of a, for Gilman Street, more of a community 
scene. It was all about keeping the club open, being 
able to showcase these great punk bands that, oth- 
erwise, wouldn't be able to play in front of anybody. 
So it was really different. The Gilman Street thing 
was a great thing. It was a great thing for bands 
like us. Back then, also, there was a lot of over-21 
a shows. A lot of those 
Stone and Omni shows in San 
j Francisco were over-21 and it 
was sort of difficult to get 


80s, that were still 
bringing in these rock 
bands. We didn’t fit. We 
didn’t fit in. We fit in 
more playing someone's 
backyard at a party. And 
then again, it was like, 
the real punk shows. If 
you got to play with The 
Adolescents, or The Dead 
Kennedys, which we did, it would be like and it 
wasn't the bands fault extremely violent. There 
was a big skinhead scene back then. | just remem- 
ber several times seeing people being beat sense- 
less from skinheads. 


SKRATCH: You don’t see that as much now. 

TONY SLY: You know what, you don’t see that at all. 
You really don’t. When | go see an older punk band 
play, you see some of those people come out, but | 
don’t think it’s how it used to be. | don’t think they 
have the numbers, and | just don’t think it’s as pop- 
ular as it used to be to be a skinhead. 


SKRATCH: They're all hiding out. 
TONY SLY: Yeah (laughs). 


SKRATCH: Your sound has been described as 
“melodic punk.” How do you think that sound 
emerged over the years from original punk roots? 
TONY SLY: Well, | don’t want to credit it to one 
band, but | think Bad Religion changed that part of 
punk rock. Before that, it was very aggressive and 
there was a sort of melodic thing. There was a 
Southern-California-style, like the Adolescents or 


DI, or Social Distortion, that wasn’t as aggressive 
as some of the hardcore bands before. When Bad 
Religion came around, all of the sudden you've got 
three-part harmonies in a song, and | don’t think 
anybody did that before. | think a lot of bands are 
doing that these days, and | think it all hails from 
that, you know? 


SKRATCH: So, who do you listen to now? What 


hands are you into? 
TONY SLY: God, you know | listen to-a lot of bands. 


| try to keep up with a lot of the new stuff that’s 
coming out. | don’t necessarily listen to a lot of 
punk rock. | do like Bad Religion’s new records, and 
a few of the newer punk bands like Anti-Flag. Right 
now, I’m not really listening to anything. I'm going 
out and buying old records, and listening to that. 
I've been buying old Kiss records. I've been going 
for the nostalgia thing because | think, music right 
now, as far as good records coming out, is kind of 
at an all-time low. It’s really drab the stuff that’s 
coming out. 


. SKRATCH: You should check out San Francisco right 


now. It’s dead. 
TONY SLY: Is it really? 


SKRATCH: Kind of, yeah. 

TONY SLY: | was up there for two months in January 
and February recording a record, and we did go to 
some shows, but you're right, it wasn’t totally 
crazy. | saw Bad Religion at the Bottom of the Hill 
and it was kind of ‘whatever.’ It wasn’t the band 
the band played great _but it just seemed kind of 
blah. It will be OK. San Francisco always seems to 
survive all this crap. 


SKRATCH: Totally. Anyway, as a songwriter, what 
inspires you to write your songs? 

TONY SLY: Musically, | think just listening to as 
much music as | can, and taking in as much infor- 
mation as | can, whether it be books or movies, or 
just art, in any sort of form or shape. | try to flood 
my mind with that stuff so that | can come out and 
write songs. That helps a lot musically and lyrical- 
ly. But, lyrically, it’s really just what gets my goat. 
It’s not really a thing that | think about too much. 
Basically it’s like a diary. But, then again, it’s also 
about experiences. | do try to look for new things 
to write about because | think it's cool when some- 
one comes out with something that is groundbreak- 
ing. That’s kind of weird these days with punk rock, 
to hear something and say ‘I’ve never heard anyone 
write a song about that before.’ It’s refreshing, so 
I’m always looking for that kind of stuff. 


SKRATCH: Are you all full-time musicians, or do you 
have separate lives? 
TONY SLY: Now we are. We don’t have separate 


jobs, this is all we do. We're always a paycheck 
away from going back and working. But, as long as 


we keep touring and keep putting out records, | 
think we'll be fine. 


SKRATCH: Besides the Warped Tour that’s coming 
up, what other tours do you have planned? 

TONY SLY: | think we're going to Europe to do some 
festivals in late August or September, and probably 
do a Europe tour in the fall. 


SKRATCH: Did you always want to be a frenteass in 
a band? : 


TONY SLY: Actually, no. | was kind of forced into 
it. | wasn’t the singer for this band until 1990 or 
1991. | would always sing backups, but | just basi- 
cally wanted to be a guitar player. After one of 
our singers we had like three singers and they 
all quit | was like, ‘You know, forget a good 
voice, we need someone who's going to be in 
the band.’ And so, | was that person and | basi- 
cally learned how to sing being in the band. | 
mean, in some of the old stuff, my vocals are 
pretty bad. Over the years | kinda learned how 

to sing a little bit. 


SKRATCH: Did you take lessons? 
TONY SLY: Like one semester at a commu- 
nity college. | don’t know if it helped. | 
think maybe it did, | don’t know. 


SKRATCH: Where do you see NUFAN in 
another 15 years? 

TONY SLY: | don’t think we'll exist 
together as a band (laughs). | really 

don’t want to be this older guy playing 

our old songs. If we're not making good 
records, and we're kind of over it and 
over-the-hill, | don't see the point in 
coming out and playing shows to these 
people who've already seen us play a mil- 

lion times and seen us play these songs a 
million times, or just 45-year-old men play- 
ing to 15-year-olds. | don’t think it’s cool. But, 
as long as we keep making good records, we'll 
still be around. We just need to know when to 
stop. 


SKRATCH: Is there anything amazing that | forgot 


to ask you? Anything you want to add? 
TONY SLY: No, | think that’s it. 


SKRATCH: No goofy questions this time ; 
TONY SLY: That’s OK, goofy questions are kind of 
hard to answer sometimes.

WHAT MADE YOU 

DECIDE TO EVEN START ULTI- 
MATE FAKEBOOK? 

BILL: All of us always planned on 
being rock musicians from very 
early ages, so we always knew we 
would rock in some way. The cur- 
rent UFB was started because 
Nick and me wanted to play pop 
songs. 


SKRATCH: WHAT WERE YOU GUYS 
DOING BEFORE? 

BILL: Well in Manhattan, all of us 
did a little time at Kansas State, 
but dropped out pretty soon. 


SKRATCH: WHAT WERE YOUR 
EARLY INFLUENCES? 

BILL: Well | grew up on 80's pop 
hits and always loved Prince, Olivia 
Newton John, and people like that. 
When | started writing songs | was 
influenced a lot by Guided By 
Voices and early Beatles records. 


SKRATCH: TELL ME ABOUT THE 
CREATIVE PROCESS BEHIND EACH 
SONG/RELEASE. 

BILL: Well we have a formula pretty 
much that is | write the basics of 


each song like the melodies, vers- 

€s and choruses, then | bring them 
into the practice room and we bang 
out the arrangements together. 
Then lastly, when it's a song we all 
really like, | go and write lyrics to it. 


SKRATCH: HOW WOULD YOu 
DESCRIBE THE SOUND? REASON? 
BILL: | would describe our sound as 
catchy-and-quirky-pop-influenced- 
stadium-rock-anthems. The reason? 
Because we all love songs and great 
songwriting, but grew up on heavy 
metal and hard rock theatrics and it 
just feels right to us to combine the 
two worlds. 


SKRATCH: TOURING: A NECESSARY 
DRAG OR THE BEST THING LIKE 
EVER? 

BILL: Best thing ever. 


SKRATCH: ANY ROAD STORIES? 
BILL: Too many to mention. Every 
day is an adventure when you stick 
4 dudes in an over packed van and 
drive hundreds of miles every day. 


SKRATCH: ANY UPCOMING TOURS? 


BILL: We are going out for about a 
month touring more of the Midwest, 
the East Coast and South next 
week. Something like April 30th to 
May 31st. Dates are available on our 
website (ultimatefakebook.com). 
After that we are doing a bunch of 
shows in Canada and a week on the 
Warped Tour in July. 


SKRATCH: WHAT DO YOU DO 
BESIDES BE IN UFB? 

BILL: Rocking in UFB is our full time 
job these days which is awesome. 
Other than that we go to tons of 
movies and spend a lot of time with 
friends when we aren't on the road. 


SKRATCH: LOOKING FORWARD TO 
THE NEW STAR WARS? 

BILL: Oh hell yeah! | am really trying 
to be optimistic that it will be better 
than the last one, but honestly I'm 
such a Star Wars geek, I'll be into it 
even if it's worse. 


SKRATCH: HOW'S IT FEEL TO BE 
GETTING ALL THIS ATTENTION? 
BILL: Well, it's not like we have 


Rolling Stone calling us or any- 
thing, but it's pretty rad to know 
you have fans all over the country 
who like your music.

SKRATCH: So the reason why we're all sitting 
here right now is because you liked Gwen 
Stefani? 

HEATH: Yup. Uh. Hmmm. Exactly. | still like her. 


(At this point Mikey tells a big lie [the writer will 
leave it at that], and from there the conversation 
goes way off track. Notable topics include: 
Mikey’s dreams, Jimmy's salty balls, Britney 
Spears, making fun of Heath’s TV, making some 
more fun of Heath's TV, having my own show on 
HBO {with Mind Driver as my guests], making 
fun of Heath’s TV again, and finally Mikey’s tat- 
too of an outline of RuPaul on his butt.) 


SKRATCH: Since it was tough enough just to 
get all of us here, and Carlos isn’t even here 
right now. | was going to say to get all five of us 
in one place. What is it like for all four of you to 
meet to practice or get toa concert on time? 
JIMMY: (Without even a second of hesitation) 
Heath's always late! (Mikey laughs.) 

HEATH: (Gets mad.) Dude, fuck you. No, 'm 


not! 

MIKEY: (Agrees.) Heath's always late. (laughs) 
He’s late to practice sometimes, and then he 
complains, ‘Dude where’s the microphones. 
Why didn’t you guys get the microphones and 
stuff.’ (Jimmy laughs.) 

JIMMY: (Admits.) Let’s say not all the time but 
more than us. 

MIKEY: When we're busy setting up 4 total drum 
set, and amp. 

JIMMY: (Still laughing.) A microphone. He's wor- 
ried about unplugging one outlet. 

MIKEY: (Admits.) Usually none of us really get to 
shows late. We're pretty much on time. That 
happened before, like earlier with other band 
members. Before it came to be what it is now 
with these guys. Us. 


SKRATCH: | heard that Carlos just had his 25th 
birthday. That sounds about right. Right? 
EVERYONE: Yeah. 


SKRATCH: 4-18. So | wanted to say Happy 
Birthday Carlos. 

HEATH: Happy Birthday Carlos. Carlos is a 
sweet bitch. We love him. 

JIMMY: He is. 


(The band explains why Carlos wasn't able to be 
at the interview.) 


SKRATCH: |! guess that makes sense that 
Carlos isn’t here. If you guys have a show the 
23rd, and you (Heath) get Strep Throat; you 
guys have a problem. 


HEATH: We're done! 
JIMMY: Holy shit! We've got a show in a couple 


days? 
HEATH: Tuesday. 


SKRATCH: If you guys (Mikey, Jimmy, and 
Carlos) got Strep Throat, and you were dying it 
would be possible for you guys to play. You 
might pass out half way through, but with him 
(Heath) .-. 

JIMMY: | played with Strep Throat. | played with 
a fever when we played in Ventura. | was burn- 
ing hot, sweating before we got on the stage. ! 
played sick as a dog, but it's different when 
you're singing, because if he has a throat prob- 
lem, he’s basically screwed. | could jump around 
with the guitar all night. 


SKRATCH: He (Heath) might sound like Mike 
Myers on Saturday Night Live. (Does best Linda 
Richman impression.) “Tawk amongst your- 
selves.” 

HEATH: | had Strep Throat like the week before 
our video premiere party at the Key Club. ! still 
wasn’t completely healed yet, but ! still made it 
through the set, but it sucks if | had a throat 
infection. You're screwed. So that's why Carlos 
isn’t here. 


(The conversation then moves on to their video 
premiere party April 5 at the Key Club. Their 
video for their song “Lesbian” premiered on a 
giant screen as big as the stage.) 


SKRATCH: Tell me about the video. 

HEATH: Well how the video even came to be is 
we have a management team, and one of them 
was friends with the director, and the director of 
the video who did commercials, like major com- 
mercials for TV. He was trying to break in doing 
music videos. So he was talking around to a 
bunch of friends, and he ended up talking to one 
of our managers. He was like, ‘I'm trying to make 
a video. Do you know of a Orange County band, 
fun kinda music that | can make a video with? A 
band that's not signed. A band that’s looking to 
further their career, and | want to help.’ So our 
manager gave him our CD. He loved the CD. He 
loved it, and he’s like, ‘These guys are perfect! | 
want to come see them play.’ So he came down 
to the Viper Room with a bunch of his crew, and 
watched us play, and he was like he wanted to 
work with us. So we had dinner with him one 
night before one of our shows, and he pitched us 
this idea. He wanted to do a video for “Lesbian.” 
A story about a guy getting dissed by his gir- 
friend, and leaving him for another git. So he 
came up with the video idea, and we thought it 
was cool. So he spent $25,000, and with his 
company put the video together in two days. We 
shot it in Hollywood in March. 


SKRATCH: What's the company? 

HEATH: Pneumatic Picture’s. The director's 
name is Ilan Sheron. 

JIMMY: Yeah, thank you Ilan. He took money out 
of his pocket, and he totally did something not 
very many people in the world would do for a 


band. He’s taking a huge chance on US, and 
himself because if this doesn’t work for him he’s 
out $25,000. That's @ Jot of money. | don’t care 
what anybody says, that’s a lot of money. He’s 
taking a huge chance on us, and we're going to 
do our best not to let him down. We're going to 
try to come back and make it worth his while 
because he’s a great guy. \'m proud of it. I'm 
glad he wrote it for us. 


SKRATCH: Who's the girl in the video? 

HEATH: The main girl, her name's Gina. She’s @ 
friend of ours, and she wanted to be in the part. 
We're trying to help her get some work. Maybe 
do some acting. Get her out there doing some 
modeling. Whatever gets her face out there. The 
video was really fun. We had such a fun time 
doing it. If we could do it over again we'd do it 
again tomorrow. Minus the cold water, (Jimmy 
laughs) but everything else was SO fun. You feel 
like a real rock star for one day. You had people 
doing your makeup. People getting you food. 
People taking care of you. It was probably the 
coolest thing that's ever happened with Mind 
Driver for me. 

JIMMY: I'd have to say Justin from Zebrahead 
looks pretty floofy holding the little tiny dog in the 
background in one of the scenes. 

HEATH: Yeah, the guys from Zebrahead were in 
our video. A very cool little cameo. 

JIMMY: So what's up Zebrahead guys. 


SKRATCH: That's cool. No matter what hap- 
pens with you guys from here. All the time and 
effort that you put into your album, and that 


can show people and they can listen to. Just to 
say that you did that regardless of what happens 
from here. 

HEATH: Yeah, | can always say, ‘I got a chance 
to make a real music video,’ and I'll be showing 
it to my kids one day and they'll be laughing at 
what a geek their dad was. 

JIMMY: A lot of my friends, after they saw this 
video, they were very stoked, and | haven't got- 
ten a response like that from my friends in along 
time. 

HEATH: We're hoping with the video, our man- 
agement, Singerman Entertainment is giving our 
video to all the record labels. A lot of the record 
labels that have listened to our CD. They said 
they like the CD, but a lot of them haven't had a 
chance to come out and see us yet. So we're 
hoping it'll help. So our management is going to 
give them all a copy of the video so that they can 
see what this band is all about. So we're hoping 
it'll help the labels to let them know who we are. 


(HEATH talks about Karl leaving the band 
because of work issues, and Neal Burns chang- 
ing the band with good songwriting, helping with 
Satellite TV, and then leaving the band after 
about a year to gO to art school.) 


SKRATCH: Who is the rookie over there? 

HEATH: Jimmy came into the band in October 
2001, and gave the band the biggest change 
Mind Driver's ever had. It's all because of 


Jimmy. 


SKRATCH: (To Jimmy) How did you find out 
about the tryout for a new Mind Driver guitarist? 
Please briefly describe the process involved in 
you being selected as the new guitarist? 
JIMMY: It was weird how | got in the band. | was 
having problems with the band | was in at the 
time, so | decided to quit. The first band | thought 
of asking to join was Mind Driver. | had no idea 
they were looking for a guitar player, but! want- 
ed to ask if they ever thought about adding a 
second guitar player. So | sent Heath an e-mail 
asking if they needed a second guitar player. 
The weird thing is | went to a different e-mail 
account and there was an e-mail from Mikey 
pretending to be a big time manager asking me 
to try out for Mind Driver. They were trying to 
contact me before 1 even asked them if they 
needed a guitar player. 1 guess it was fate that 
things worked out that way. Anyway, they gave 
me a CD to learn, | did my best to learn most of 
the songs on it, and then | went out and played 
with them at their studio. | have been in the band 
ever since. As far as the process of me being 
selected: Carlos and Mikey drove over to my 
house at like 12:30 on & Monday night to hand 
me a demo CD and to talk a bit about what was 
going on. They asked me to learn a couple of 
songs and then go back in a week and tryout. 
Then the next day, they called me, which was 4 
Tuesday and asked me 
Wednesday and play some music. ! said no 
problem, hung up the phone, and immediately 
freaked out cause | hadn’t even heard the demo 
yet, and they said that they were going to give 
me a week to lear it, and they ended up giving 
me 24 hours. | went to their studio and did my 
best, even though it was extremely hard to 
remember all the songs | had just learned and 
had only spent like two hours with. 


SKRATCH: Were you in another band prior to 
Mind Driver? 

JIMMY: The last band | was in was @ band called 
Fifty7down. Nothing special there. Just four 
guys that worked really hard at what we did and 
ended up breaking up. Some of us don’t even 
talk anymore, which is sad, but | guess you 
always find out who your true friends are the 
hardest ways. | am much happier now. | feel like 
I can really expand myself way better with Mind 
Driver. | wouldn't change anything for the world. 


SKRATCH: Was there any initiation since he’s 
the new guy? 

HEATH: Yeah, he had to play. 

MIKEY: (Interrupts) The skin flute. 

HEATH: Yeah, he had to play our Queen Mary 
shows in October. ! think he joined the band 
seven days before our first. In October, we play 
the Queen Mary ShipWreck. Like 43 nights of 
shows, two shows a night. | think he joined the 
band like a week before we were supposed to 
do that. So he had to learn like 13 songs in like 
a week, and we had to play like 26 shows in one 
month. So that was pretty much his initiation. 
MIKEY: And he had to wear a costume and 
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makeup. 


JIMMY: Yeah, | had to dress like a skeleton. 

MIKEY: He was a fucking champ about it. 

JIMMY: It was worth it. 

MIKEY: That was cool. 

HEATH: We all had to beat him up too. Just one time. 
His first practice we all had to jump him. 


SKRATCH: That was actually what | meant initiation. 
JIMMY: Oh believe me, when | first joined this band | 
got initiated just by conversation with these guys. 
(Everyone laughs, then Jimmy goes into explicit 
detail about his special relationship with Carlos. 
Writer’s Note: out of respect for SKRATCH, and its 
readership, the writer chooses to spare the afore- 
mentioned of any details. Sufficed to say it is a very 
heartwarming story that brings tears to the writer's 


eyes.) 

JIMMY: (Continues with a different story) Another 
thing was the first time | actually came to play with 
these guys. Zebrahead, because we shared a studio 
with them at the time, they were sitting around, and | 
had to basically tryout in front of the guys from 
Zebrahead, which was stressful for me because 
that’s a band that I've always liked. They're a great 
Orange County band, and all of the sudden I'm trying 
out in front of these guys. 


SKRATCH: (To Jimmy) You are pretty new to the 
band, but a lot of the stuff that’s happening is new to 
all of you guys, right? 

HEATH: Well, a lot of it has to do with what the band 
has been missing from the very beginning. We never 
really took it seriously. We were always just kinda, 
‘Hey a bunch of friends, let's jam our music, and let's 
have some fun.’ We never took anything seriously. 
Just kinda whatever happened, happened. Then 
when Jimmy came along, it was like holy shit. This 
guy jumps around. He writes really good songs, and 
then all of the sudden all of the pieces of our puzzle 
were like fit perfectly, and everyone was like, ‘You 
guys are ready. This is what you guys have been 
waiting for, for someone like that to come along,’ and 
we were like ‘Uh OK.’ That was in October. So from 
October till now we've been taking ‘it seriously. From 
like five years of just screwing around, and having 
fun, writing songs to the last five or six months really 
taking it seriously. Wow you really think we can be 
something. So all of the things new that have been 
happening is because of the new entity that we are. 


SKRATCH: How big of a deal was it to play at that 
Finch CD release party at the House of Blues (in 
Anaheim, Calif.)? 

JIMMY: That band is amazing. That band is so good! 
HEATH: First of all, that show in March at the House 
of Blues was sold out by like 8:30. So we got to play 
at the House of Blues for the first time to a packed 
crowd. We had a lot of our own fans there to see us 
too. So that made us feel a little bit at home by them 
chanting us out. 

JIMMY: Singing along. 

HEATH: Singing some songs. 

MIKEY: We probably had a couple hundred people 
there. 

HEATH: It felt incredible to me. Before the curtain 
opened up if you could have seen that. There was so 
much anticipation. Jimmy was jumping around going 
crazy. Like ‘Ahhh!’ Mikey was like, ‘Come on, come 
on, let’s go’ (amazingly enough Heath, tells another 
heartwarming story about Carlos), and as soon as 
the curtains opened up we just rocked our asses off. 
Halfway through the set, | wanted to let people know 
that we're an unsigned band, and this is who we are. 
Joking about this is what happens when you are an 
unsigned band, and you don’t have any money. 
(Carlos’ bass broke during sound check, and he did- 
n't have a back up bass.) 

JIMMY: | think we gained a lot of respect, not only 
from other fans, but from other bands. Just like, 
Allister, (another Drive-Thru band) after our set was 
done. They wanted CDs for themselves. 

MIKEY: Even though we got knocked down to first, 
we took it in stride. A year ago we weren't playing 
with any signed bands at all, and now it seems like 
most of the bands are signed. (Mikey thanks Sean at 
the House of Blues for helping them to be a part of 
that show.) 


SKRATCH: How did your remake of Generator come 
about? 

HEATH: We put out our own CD in November 99, 
and the label that helped us kinda put it out through 
their label, Tru-One records. We paid to record it in 
their studio. They offered to help distribute it. So a 
couple of years later, they wanted to use us for this 
Bad Religion Tribute CD they were putting together. 


So they contacted us, ‘Would you like to help with a 
song for our Bad Religion Tribute album called Along 
the Way?’ So we were like, ‘Shit yeah!’ Carlos was so 
happy. Bad Religion is like his Gods. We picked like 
five songs and we kept narrowing it down, and 
“Generator” was the one that we all agreed on. 


SKRATCH: Who is Bobby Brooks? 

MIKEY: He's the guy who our manager hooked us up 
with to get a better sounding demo. He's a pretty 
good engineer. So we went to him and he recorded 
that Satellite TV demo. He's done a lot of good stuff. 
Helped do some of the P.O.D. stuff. He did stuff from 
now all the way back to Rick James. 

JIMMY: Rick James, Michael Jackson, Diana Ross. 
Rick James’ sister lives with him. 

HEATH: Bobby Brooks is cool. He helped bring out 
something in Mind Driver that nobody has been able 
to do. 

MIKEY: We didn’t have the money to do them either 
so that was a step up for us too. 

HEATH: He knows how to get a good sound. I've 
never had anyone tell me how to sing before and he 
did, and it worked. 

MIKEY: He was like a comfort zone. We stepped into 
his little world, but we knew already from what we 
had, had put out and tried to do ourselves he had. He 
had the stuff to do it. So it’s like right away we kinda 
felt like no matter what even if he did a crappy job it's 
gonna sound ten times better than anything we've 
done. 


SKRATCH: How did you come up with the title for the 
EP? Satellite TV? What's that about? 

HEATH: It was basically from “Stuck on Me.” In 
“Stuck on Me” there's a part where it says “Satellite 
TV.” We just thought it was a cool catchy little, just a 
cool name to name an EP. 

JIMMY: Because we want Direct TV to sponsor us. 
(Heath laughs.) 


SKRATCH: What made you guys decide to record a 
different version of “Light's Out?” 

HEATH: That actually came through on our fans. We 
put a question out on our Web site: Which song of all 
of our songs we've ever done. Which song would you 
kinda like to see redone professionally, a good 
recording? And a lot of people said “Light's Out,” and 
our management really liked the song, and thought it 
could do well. When we recorded it for Ten Percent 
of Nothing, that was one of the songs that our man- 
agement said, ‘That is a damn good song.’ So we 
kinda took it, tightened it up, and made it sound bet- 
ter than it was before, and re-recorded it. 


SKRATCH: What's the “Because We Care” CD 
about? How did you get involved with that? 

HEATH: Kevin Knight who runs Glue Factory records 
is a friend of mine, and he also works at Chain 
Reaction, which is like our home club. When our cD 
came out in October of 2001, and him and John who 
does the booking at Chain Reaction, they loved 
“Stuck on Me.” That was his favorite song off the 
demo CD. So he wanted to put together this benefit 
program for the Orange County Children’s Hospital 
to raise money for the Children’s hospital through 
music and he chose that song “Stuck on Me,” and 
asked us if we wanted to be a part of it, and we 
accepted. Hopefully the CD will do well, and it looks 
like it will. There's a lot of really good bands on there. 


SKRATCH: What happens when people buy the CD? 
Does all the money go towards the hospital? 
HEATH: All of the profits go towards the hospital. We 
were happy to be involved with something like that. 


SKRATCH: | heard you are trying to get onto a local 
radio station in Orange County. 

JIMMY: 94.3 is a local Orange County station that 
we'd like to be on, and Tazy Phyllipz (of the Ska 
Parade/SP Radio One) is one of the guys who does 
it, and | think the other guy's name is Scott. Basically 
they play local Orange County bands, and some- 
times they play bigger bands like No Doubt and stuff, 
but basically you have to be from Orange County in 
order to hear the station, and that’s one of the sta- 
tion’s we were trying to push people to get us on, and 
hopefully we do get on it. 

HEATH: We are trying to get our music on a local sta- 
tion to get local people to hear who we are from one 
source. 


SKRATCH: What's your favorite song to play or per- 
form? 

MIKEY: Probably my favorite song to play just 
because it’s fun to play, and it's easy is “Lesbian.” | 
look forward to playing that song. just to take a

breather, and actually look out to the crowd. 
JIMMY: | like em all. | can’t chose there's not one | 
prefer more than another. 

HEATH: My favorite song to sing is “Away.” “Away” is 
my favorite just because there is so much passion 
behind that song. Where that song came from, and 
how it got to be the way it sounds. It's amazing to me. 
So when | get to sing that in a set, | am very happy 
when it comes up. 

JIMMY: (Remembers.) OK, my favorite song to play 
even though we don't even play it. We play it rarely 
now more than before is “Real,” off of Ten Percent of 
Nothing. | love playing that song. It’s just fun. 
CARLOS: | love playing “Stuck on Me” because 
vocally the back ups are fun to sing. It has a great 
chorus. 


SKRATCH: What is your favorite Mind Driver song in 
general? (Not just to play or sing.) 

JIMMY: | would have to say it is a tie between 
“Forever” and “Away.” | can listen to those two songs 
over and over again. 

HEATH: It’s “Away.” That is my all-time favorite Mind 
Driver song. 


SKRATCH: What's the hardest song for you to play? 
JIMMY: | can really say that none of them are hard 
for me to play. The hardest part about playing any 
Mind Driver song for me at least is the back up 
vocals. “Atlanta” is the easiest song in the world to 
play on guitar but the back ups kill me every time. | 
never really had to sing all that well with back ups 
because all my prior bands had singers that couldn't 
sing for shit compared to Heath. 

MIKEY: None of the songs are hard to play (any- 
more) cause | practice them all the time like musi- 
cians should. 

CARLOS: | really don’t have trouble with any of our 
songs musically, vocally the song “Away” is pretty 
tough on the back up vocals cause if I'm not on you 
can notice. 


SKRATCH: (To Carlos) You get to do a bass solo dur- 
ing "Remember When.” What's that like playing live? 
Is there anything else that you want to say about that 
song? 

CARLOS: Playing the bass solo for “Remember 
When’ is great for me cause | get the spotlight for a 
few seconds, and bass players rarely do. The only 
other thing | have to say about the song is: I'd rather 
have “Tio” (R.1.P.) here than the song! 


SKRATCH: Do you have a favorite song? (Other 
bands.) 

JIMMY: | would have to say my favorite song of all 
time is “Circles” by Sunny Day Real Estate, but my 
favorite song that has come out recently is by far 
“Stay with Me” by Finch. 

HEATH: “Everlong” is my most favorite song of all 
time. 

MIKEY: My favorite song from another band would 
be (I don't know) there’s too many kinds of music and 
too many bands and styles of music that | like. 
CARLOS: | love so many songs. | don’t think | have 
a favorite, but definitely something by the Beatles, 
Bad Religion and the Descendents. 


SKRATCH: What are your favorite bands that you 
have played with? 

HEATH: The best band of all for me is a band called 
Sugarcult. They're like our favorite band to play with. 
When we get a chance to play with them we are so 
happy. The guys are cool, they have great music, 
their fans are awesome, their management is awe- 
some. Everyone that has to do with them. In my 
book, that’s my favorite band to play with locally. Just 
because there is so many different aspects of the 
people, and everyone with them. Everyone's cool. 
MIKEY: | liked playing with Finch a lot. That was very 
shocking to see them a while back, and then all of the 
sudden at that show. They just really blew me away. 
That was awesome, and | love every song. Awesome 
show. I’m like the most critical about. | like seeing a 
show. They put on a kick ass show. | felt privileged to 
play with them. They were giving it their all. 

JIMMY: I'd have to say Finch also. When we played 
with them, they weren't one of my favorite bands at 
the time, and | knew little about them. After we 
played, and | saw them play | was blown away. | felt 
honored to share the same stage with them. 

(Heath asks Carlos over the phone) 

HEATH says for CARLOS: He says Sugarcult 
because he loves their music and what they're all 
about. 


SKRATCH: Who would you “like” to play with? 
phone) Carlos 
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says Bad Religion hands down. 
MIKEY: I'd probably say No Use for a Name, 
Lagwagon or probably Face to Face too, because 
they seem really down to earth. 

JIMMY: There's a lot bands that I'd like to play with, 
but one of them right off the bat, and not because I'm 
a fan, it's because their stage show is far superior 
than a lot of the bands that are out there, and | just 
want to go up there, and try to beat their stage show, 
and kick their ass, (Mikey laughs) and say ‘I got Sum 
41 undemeath my belt now.’ Even though that would 
be extremely hard to do because their stage show is 
unbelievable. 

HEATH: It's been my goal, and this band’s, ever 
since | got in this band. That I've been working so 
hard to try and open for them is Lagwagon. That's 
like the number one band. That's my goal before this 
band ends. Before I'm not singing anymore, I'm 
going to open for Lagwagon. No matter what. 
Lagwagon is the reason I’m even a singer. 


SKRATCH: What are some of your favorite places to 
play? 

HEATH: House of Blues is one of my favorites just 
because the sound is incredible. When we were up 
there playing, it was like | was watching us. That's 
how it sounded. It sounded good. For like the sound, 
but | think my favorite place to play is the Whiskey. | 
really like the Whiskey a lot. Just the whole history of 
the place, the sound there all around when they have 
it all set up. | think those two places are my favorites. 
JIMMY: Hands down the House of Blues. They feed 
you before we play. (Mikey laughs agreeingly.) They 
put out food, they feed me before | play. | could play 
to two people as long as they feed me. 

MIKEY: The House of Blues and the Whiskey. They 
treat you better than any other club. The House of 
Blues was really cool. They kept it so tight with, 
‘What do you guys play? Where's your stuff? How do 
you set it up? Faxed it to us.’ They wanted to know 
everything. When we got there, they took care of 
business. They had food. They had the whole deal. 
The House of Blues by far. 

HEATH: More shows at the House of Blues please. 


SKRATCH: On the Web site, there is a picture of a 
goofy looking guy that kinda looks like Heath eating 
a Hot Dog. What is that all about? (Jimmy laughs.) 
HEATH: (Busted) Oh shit. | did some modeling for 
Tilly's, a clothing store a lot of people know of, and a 
bunch of the pictures were used in magazines. So 
some of the fans took pictures and sent them in to 
the Web site. It was funny. It was like a joke. It was a 
joke kinda thing. So we thought it would be funny to 
have on there. 


SKRATCH: All of you joined Mind Driver at different 
times over the years. What does this band mean to 
you? 

CARLOS: This band is my life. It has been for the last 
six years or so. Going through changes over the 
years was frustrating with different members coming 
and going, but now | know it was for the best and I'm 
happy! ; 
HEATH: This band to me means friendship through 
music. Writing music that we believe and have pas- 
sion for. We all click together so well and write so well 
together, the songs that we create really come out 
good when we all put in our 2 cents and put all of our 
musical influences together. | think that is one thing 
that really makes us stand out from other bands. Not 
all songs sound the same. As the great Louis 
Armstrong once said, “What we play is life.” 

JIMMY: This band means the world to me. | would 
want nothing more than to play with these guys for 
the rest of my life. SKRATCH: Since you weren't 
able to be present at the interview because of your ill- 
ness is there anything you want to contribute? 
Carlos: Yes, I'd like to say that I'm cool, and I'm a 
chick magnet! Peace to everyone, and remember 
live and let live! 


SKRATCH: | don't think it’s possible to make a song 
sound better or more original than a lot of your songs 
already. My personal opinion is you guys are good 
right now, and have been for a while. If | had any 
money I'd sign you to my own label, (Jimmy laughs) 
but you'd to have to make me a deal. For your next 
video, you need to wear pants! (Everyone laughs.) 
JIMMY: What's wrong with the Speedo? Man, those 
were custom made for us. | can make that deal no 
problem!

There is too much 
competition between genres and bands 
in general. 

DOUG: Excuse me I happen to think 
poon-tang is great. 

ERIC: I like new wave. 


SKRATCH? HOW IMPORTANT IS IT FOR YOU 
TO REMAIN “OUT OF TOUCH” AND NON- 
DIGITAL? 
ERIC: I think we should have six DJ's 
and glowing guitar picks. 
DOUG: I even had a hard time agree- 
ing to double track the guitars and 
horns when we recorded. I hate bull- 
shit, I mean, I don't like popping 
in a 3 piece band's CD and hearing 
eight different fucking guitars 
playing Maliguena in background 
while the singer is chanting 8 
different things at the same 
time in the end of the song.

MOTORHEAD 
IDIOT SAVANT 
KAPTIN KRUNCH

Touring in support of their new album, Hammered, Motérhead made 
its first stop of the tour at the Majestic Ventura Theater on April 7, 
2002. That night, the theater was truly majestic because Motérhead 
was not going to be back in California until the end of their tour. Ill 
admit that | was not a Motérhead fan since day one. Most die hard 
Motérhead fans will probably hate me for saying this but my first 
exposure to Motérhead was on Tony Hawk Pro Skater 2. That was 
when! heard “Ace of Spades.” This show proved to me what was lack- 
ing in all those lame New metal bands, it’s called originality. 


| was really excited about going to see Motiérhead play live in Ventura 
on the first stop of their tour. | couldn’t believe how amazing this was. 
When | arrived at the theater to pick up my media pass for the show, 
1 got the news that made this the hardest assignment I have ever shot 
in my brief career as a photographer for SKRATCH, | was told there 


were three rules to follow. 


Rule No. 1. No backstage access at all (no problem I was used to that). 
Rule No. 2. Only three songs (no problem | was used to that too). 
Rule No. 3. No flash photography (problem, this isn’t a sunny outdoors 

concert). 


| thought about it and realized that it wasn’t an impossible situation. | 
had shot concerts there before, without flash as an experiment and 
the results had been good so | wasn’t worried. The only question was 
color or black and white film, | chose B&W T-Max 400 pushed to 800 
for more exposure and to be able to use faster shutter speeds. 


I didn’t get to see Kaptin Krunch play because | was at a benefit show 
for the Cruz family whose mother was sick in Portugal. By the time | 
got into the theater, the only band left to play was Idiot Savant. | had 
seen them play before and was curious to see how they would sound 
now that they had a singer. | think they sounded pretty good with 
their new singer. They are more of a hard rock band now, than they 
were before, but they played well. Their singer was running around 
all over the stage screaming and yelling into his mike. They have a lot 
of energy and play with a lot of heart. So watch out as they rock your 
world with their tight snappy bass lines and lightning fast guitar riffs 
that would make Metallica proud. (And you thought I was going to say 
Slayer.) 


After Idiot Savant finished their set and had cleared their equipment 
no one was allowed backstage except for the road crew for 
Motorhead and a few special guests. Security was tighter here than 
some airports. In case you didn’t know what was in store for you, 
Motérhead holds the Guiness Book of World record for the loudest 
rock band. They are militant and proud of their record and no one 
tells them to turn it down! Sound level too loud for you? That’s tough 
because Motérhead doesn’t care, so the theater had a disclaimer 
outside the door stating excessive noise levels and that the artist 
controlled the sound level. How loud was it? Well, let me put it this 
way: The stage setup was incredible, on either side of the drum riser 
were three full stacks. It was going to be loud all right. As the lights 
dimmed, shouts of “Lemmy is god” rang throughout the theater. 


Then it happened. Motérhead walked down the stairs and took the 
stage. By this time, the crowd was hysterical, screaming and yelling 
their undying devotion to Motérhead. 


They had not even played one note and | could feel the energy just 
building as soon as they opened with “We are Motérhead” everyone 
was yelling and going nuts. | didn’t really look at the crowd because | 
was busy shooting photos but | could just tell they were so amped to 
have Motérhead there. | was shaking. It was so awesome seeing them 
play live, and | could not believe it. 


The energy they put out was so overwhelm- 
ing. Lemmy would walk from the mike 
towards center stage playing so casual but 
the with the confidence of many years play- 
ing live for the fans. | think Lemmy was just as 
excited playing, as the crowd was to be there. 
Phil Cambell was rocking too, and occasional- 
ly he and Lemmy would meet in the middle of 
the stage and play a heavy metal duet. It was 
a beautiful sight. Motérhead played an excel- 
lent mix of old classics such as “Ace of 
Spades,” one of their best songs and songs off 
their newest album, Hammered. | saw a lot of 
old school Hessians there rocking out and 
having the time of their life. | was a little dis- 
appointed though because the theater was 
kind of empty, but it didn’t matter, because 
the people there were there for only one 
reason and that reason was Motdérhead. 
Thanks Motérhead for choosing Ventura as 
your first stop of your Hammered tour.

This was a very special gig to showcase the 
newly formed record label launched from a 
company that's specialized in footwear for 
many light years - Vans! Though it may not be 
the first time an apparel manufacturer ven- 
tured over to the dark side with music, punk 
music nevertheless, it still is certainly a damn 


cool and exciting doorway into beautiful pos- 
sibilities. Thumbs up to everyone involved! 


As | made my way across the street towards 
the Key Club on Sunset, there was still a mad, 
cursing mob outside which led me to believe 
wild concocted fantasies of show delays and 
closed venue doors. To my surprise | learned 
the show was already in full throttle and all 
these lilly-tailed, boobie-punks were left- 
overs from an already peek capacity. They 
shut down the guest list as well and Big Billy 
Bob at the door with his brother, Zeus the 
Destroyer, had strict orders not to let anyone 
else in. 


Oh, Ebenezer! This was a tiny obstacle | need- 
ed to overcome for |, a Skratch Reviewer, 
needed to order up some Skratch ingenuity 
in order to bring you top-of-the-line music 
news. Now, I'm no Kurt Loder, but | am tat- 
tooed-white-trash with a need for the brew- 
ha in my veins! Set course for Plan A of 
Operation Punk-Down! 


| quickly spotted two older dames wearing 
VIP wristbands darting out of the club and 
heading down the Sunset sidewalk. | jumped 
at my chance, flashed a few moves that got 
me expelled from 9th grade swim class, and 
next thing you know, Billy Bob’s eyeing up my 
shiny, stretched-out purple wristband. 


Damn, it was packed, sweaty, physical, and 
loud. It was a fuckin’ rock show and | was still 
wearing pants! Good times to come..... 


After all the delays getting in and situated for 
my breathtaking picture capabilities and 
musical comprehension (SAT score total: 462 
combined), Afterthought was sadly buried in 
a shallow pan of what was past. Listening back 
to a few cuts off their CD, they combine brutal 
hardcore drummage with very melodic 
vocals as shown on their cut, “Beautiful 
Hatred.” 


Next up, Too Rude. These guys are punk and 
reggae, which also translates into politically 
and socially conscious topics which a majori- 
ty of their songs covered.

See Music 
Reviews 101 in your local junior college pro- 
gram). They reminded me of a more straight- 


forward Sublime if Dexter Poindexter was 
fronting them. They were a nice compliment 
to the other punk bands on the bill and gave 
the dudes and their boob sweating girly-girls 
a chance to get down and groove to the thick 
rhythms they blasted out. The song, “Too 
rude for my own good,” left a hearty impres- 
sion on my empty stomach.

The special surprise and highlight of the 
evening was due. The deadlines were made 
and Pennywise took the stage. This was defi- 
nitely their show and their crowd. The good 
‘old boys waltzed onstage and let it rip in fun 
fashion. They covered songs from Ramones to 
Blackflag to Ozzy (Okay, not Ozzy. But, you 
never know!), as well as taking requests from 
the fans and pummeling thru some Pennywise 
classics.

Hit after mega-hit are 
strung together throughout the compilation without relying on any DJ mixing, bringing togeth- 
er the funky “Starlight” from The Supreme Lovers (featuring Mani Hoffman) to the slick disco 
sounds of Modjo’s “Lady (Hear Me Tonight).” Later on, even the staunchest music critic can't 
help but convulse to Daft Punk's “One More Time,” the song that marked every major dance 
event of summer, 2001 or sing along with ATC’s smash “Around the World (La La La La La),” 
which, coincidentally, is the most played song in German history.
